The  University  of  Toronto  Press 

The  Press  has  exhibited  its  books  to  the  public  on  several  occasions  recently. 
An  extensive  display  was  set  up  for  the  Canadian  Library  Association’s  annual 
meeting  in  June,  and  publications  were  shown  at  the  Learned  Societies’  meetings  in 
Montreal.  Books  were  included  in  the  display  at  the  Association  of  American  Univer- 
sity Presses  meeting  here  in  June,  and  during  August,  at  the  Canadian  Federation 
of  Convent  Alumnae,  the  Canadian  Institute  on  Public  Affairs,  and  the  third 
Canadian  Mathematical  Congress.  The  Press  has  also  participated,  through  the 
Association  of  American  University  Presses,  in  academic  book  displays  in  the  United 
States. 

Our  Press  was  host  to  the  Association  of  American  University  Presses,  which 
had  not  previously  met  in  Canada,  on  June  17-19.  108  delegates  and  guests,  repre- 
senting 37  university  presses,  various  foundations,  and  literary  and  trade  publica- 
tions attended.  The  programme  included  lunch  in  Hart  House,  a meeting  in  the 
Debates  Room  on  “The  Goals  of  Scholarly  Research”  and  a visit  to  the  Press,  where 
tea  was  served.  At  a dinner  given  by  the  University  in  honour  of  the  Association  and 
of  the  Press’s  fiftieth  birthday.  Dr.  Sidney  Smith  presided,  and  speakers  were  the 
Chancellor,  Dr.  C.  H.  Dickinson,  representing  Canadian  publishers,  Savoie  Lottin- 
ville,  President  of  the  Association,  and  Thomas  J.  Wilson,  President-elect.  The  display 
of  approximately  200  recent  University  Press  publications  was  presented  by  the 
Association  to  the  University  Library. 

Awards  won  by  University  of  Toronto  Press  publications  include  W.  L.  Morton’s 
The  Progressive  Party  in  Canada,  the  Governor-General’s  Award  for  Academic  Non- 
Fiction  for  1950,  and  the  late  E.  K.  Brown’s  Rhythm  in  the  Novel  which  was  runner- 
up  for  the  general  Non-Fiction  award  and  tied  with  the  winner  in  the  first  ballot. 
Paul  Gerin-Lajoie’s  Constitutional  Amendment  in  Canada  won  the  Grand  Prize  of 
the  Province  of  Quebec  for  Moral  and  Political  Science,  1950,  and  C.  C.  Bayley’s 
The  Formation  of  the  German  College  of  Electors  in  the  Mid-Thirteenth  Century 
won  second  prize  in  the  same  competition.
